Sroc Sroe Sroo Maharajah Vikrama Doo Varma, Maharajah of Jeypore, 
executed a l>ond jip;re('ing to pay towards the recurring expenditure of the University 
College of Science au<l Technolog v (called after him as the Jeypore Vikrama Deo 
College of Science and 'lechnology in grateful recognition of his munificent gift) 
an annual contribution of Rs. 50,000 in 1033 - 1934, of Rupees 75,000 in 1934 — 35i 
and of Rs. 1,00,000 thereafter, till such time when ho or bis heirs might pay up a 
e.ipital sum of Rs 15,00,000. 

The Senate at its mooting held on 8—3—40 resolved as per clause V (1) of 
the Instrument of Uift of a ]xir]>ntual annuity executed by the Maharajah Saheb of 
Jeypore, one Professorsliip in Physics in the Jeypore Vikrama Deo College of 
Science and Technology designated as “Ramachandra Deo Professorship in 
Physics” afb'r Sri Ramachandra Doo, the lab' Maharaiah of Jeypore and one 
Professorship in Chemistry in the Jeypore Vtkrama Doo College of Science and 
Technology, as "Vikrainn Doo Professorship in Chemistry” after the benefactor, 
the prcs<mt Maharajah of Jeypore.

(2) Maharajah of Bobbili Endowment 

Maharajah Sri Rao Sir Venkataswetacholapati Ranga Rao Bahadur of 
Bobbili, G. C. B. E , the first Pro-chancellor of the Andhra University made a 
donation of one lakh of Rupees to the University for the encouragement of Tclugu 
and Sanskrit learning. The Senate at its meeting held on 30th August 1926 
accepted the donation. 

The Senate has since resolved that two-thirds of the income from the 
endowment be utilised for the oncouragemeut of Tolugu and one-third for the 
encouragement of Sanskrit. The amount of income allotted to Telugu will be 
utilized in the first instance for the compilation ot a History of the Tolugu 
Language and Literature and the amount allotted to Sanskrit was utilised, as a 
temporary measure for four years, for the institution, of two scholarships each of 
the monthly value of Rs 50 and awarded to competent scholars for research in 
Sanskrit; and from the year 1932-33 onwards, it was resolved to utilize the funds 
for the publication of rare* books of literary value. 
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(3) Rajah of Panagal Endowment 

Rajah Rama Rayanimvar the late Rajah of Panagal, announced at 
the time of the inauguration of the eenatc on 'iOth August 19*26, through His 
Excellency the Chancellor, his intention to endow in due course the University 
with landed property of the annual value of Rs. 5,000 for the purpose of the insti- 
tution of a Readership in Experimental Psychology and undertook that he would 
pay till the endowment was made a sum of Rs. 5,000 per annum to the University 
from the time the work was b ^gun. Tfve landed endowment has not l)een made. 
As a temporary measure the senate on the recommendation of the Syndicate 
instituted a Fellowship in Experimental Psychology of the annual value of 
Rs. 5,000 and awarded it during 1028 — 31 to ^Ir. T. A. Furushottam, M. A. 

On the death of the late Rajah of Panagal, his successors disputed the claim 
of the University for Rs. 5,000 a year and the Syndicate after obtaining legal 
opinion in the matter on bored into a compromise with the Present Rajah whereby 
the Rajah agreed to pay a consolidated sum of Rs. 80,000 within five years and in 
the meanwhile also pay annual donations of Rs. 1,500 with the proviso that the 
sum of Rs. 1,500 is to b * reduced in proportion to any part payments that may l^e 
made to redeem the sum of Rs. 30,000. The Senate approvi'd tlie proposals and the 
Rajah Saheb has executed the agioomcnt on the above terms. 

(4) H. E. H, The Nizam’s Endowment 

The Ct over nine nb of His Exalted Highness The Nizam of Hyderabad gene- 
rously donated a bum of Rupees one lakh for the purposes of the University and 
the Senate at its meeting held on tho 3rd Decemlier 1937 accepted the donation and 
conveyed its thanks to His Exalted Highness. 

(5) His Highness The Maharajah and Her Highness The Maharani 
of Travancore’s Endowment 

His Highness The Maharajah of Travancorc and Her Highness Tho 
Maharani Setu Parvathi Bayi of Travancorc generously donated a sum of Ruix'^es 
one lakh for the purposes of tho University and the Senate at its meeting held on 
the 3rd December 1937 accepted the donation and conveyed its thanks to Their 
Highnesses. 


(6) Sir Alladi Krishnaswami Aiyer Endowment 

Sir Alladi Krishnaswami Aiyer, Advocalc-frenernl, Madras, offered an 
annual donation of Rs. 1,000 to the Univereity for the purpose of instituting 
lectures by distinguished Scholars. The Senate, at its meeting held on 6—12 — 1932 
accepted the offer under the following terms and conditions : — 

(1) The donation sliall continue in tho first instance for a period of ten 
years, and is conditioned on the donor l)eing alive during the period. 
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(2) Tho first payment shall be made in April 1932 and shall be treated as 
the contribution for 1981—32. So long as Prof. Sir S. Radhakrishnan 
is the Vice-Chancellor, it shall bo in his absolute discretion to devote 
the said sum for any Lecturership by any distingninhod scholars he 
thinks fit, provided that the decision of Prof. Sir S. Radhakrishnan 
shall be subject to confirmation by the Syndicate. 

(3) If Prof. Sir S. Radhakrishnan ceases to bo the Vice-Chancellor, during 
the currency of tho period of ten years referred to, the Donor shall have 
the right to porscribe the purpose for which and the conditions subject 
to which the donation shall he utilised. 

(7) Mr. Tikkavarapu Ramireddy & his Daughters’ Endowment 

Mr. T. Ramireddy, and his daughiers Kumari T. Syamala and Kumari 
T. Lakshmikantam donated Rs. 10,000/-, Rs. 10,000/- and Rs. 6,000 respectively 
making a total of Rs. 25,000/- for the construction of a Sabha to be called after 
Mr. Ramireddy ’s father Tikkavarapu Lakshminarayana Reddy Sabha. 

(8) The Vice-Chancellor’s Fund 

(a) Dr. C. R. Reddy^s Donation. 

The Vice-Chancellor, Dr. C. R. Reddy, offered to draw, as from pay duo to 
him from July 1936, Rs. 1,000 only as his pay, leaving tho undrawn amounts with 
the University to form part of a fund called “I’hc. Vice-Chancellor’s Fund” and 
the Senate at its meeting held on 22 — 8 — 36 accepted the offer and approved the 
following conditions for its administration . — 

(1) A separate account will be maintained in tho Endowment Funds 
account to bo called the Vice-Chancellor’s Fund, to which tho undrawn 
amounts of Rs. 1000 per month will be credited. 

(2) The corpus and interest thereon, if any, in this account will be utilised 
by the Syndicate for purposes of benefit to tho University. 

(3) All proposals of expenditure under this aceount shall, during the period 
of Mr. C. R. Reddy’s Vice-Chancellorship, emanate in the first instance 
from him or have his approval. 

Owing to the many calls on his purse of an imjwrative nature that he could 
not possibly ignore Dr. C. R. Roddy reduced his contribution of Rs. 1000/- per 
month to Rs. 600/- per month. 

(6) Prof. V. Appa Rao's Contribution.^ 

At the meeting of the Senate held on 18th March 1939, Prof. V. Apparao, 
Principal, University Colleges offered to contribute, with effect from 1st April 1939,

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a suin of Rs. 100/— per meiiBem from out of his salary to the Vice-Chancellor’s 
Fund. At the sam(^ mootiii}?. from out of this contribution the Senate sanctioned 
the institution of a Tutorship in South Indian Archaeology and Epigraphy with 
special reference to Andhra Desa on a fixed salary of Rs. 75/ p. m. in the depart- 
ment of History, Fjconomics and Politics in the University College of Arts and 
Oommcrce.

“ General MacDonald Medal ” was founded by some friends of the, late 
Major-General MacDonald to com me in orate his name by tho award of a medal 
and was accepted by tho Senate of tho Madras University at a meeting held on 
Slst August 1893.

FELLOWSHIPS RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIPS AND 
STUDENTSHIPS 

1. GENERAL 


Total No. of reasearch workers : 

1. The total number of persouB doing research in .my one department 
with a view to obtaining research degrees of the Andhra University or any other 
University shall not exceed twelve,. This numljer slnill include Demonstrators, 
Lecture Assistants and Tutors who are permitted to do research work Imt not 
teachers of higher grades. 

Latest date for applications : 

2. Applications from persons desirous of doing research in the University 
Colleges shall be made in the prcKcrd)ed form to the Principiil so as to reach him 
not later than the 15th Juno each year. No admissions shall be made after the 
5th July. But it shall be open to the Vice-Chancellor to relax this rule in excep- 
tional cases. 

Authority to admit : 

3. The Vice-Chancellor shall mak(‘. all admissions in consultation with the 
Principal, who shall previously consult the heads of the departments and the 
directors of research concerned. 

Qualifications for admissions : 

4. Admissions shall be generally n'stricted to those who have passed the 
Honours or other higher examinations of this Universitv. In special cases similar 
graduates of any other recognised University may be admitted. But in all cases, 
proved capacity for research shall be the determining consideration in addition to 
meritorious college record. 

Casual Research : 

5. Ordinarily no persons shall be admitted to casual research. But 
admission may at the discretion of the Vice-Chancellor Ije given to persons of other 
Universities who desire to do research in any special branch for short periods under 
conditions prescribed. 

Disciplinary control : 

6. Every person doing research shall bo under the disciplinary control of the 
Director of his studies, of the Hoad of the Department, and of the Principal. 

Quarterly reports : 

7. A report of the work of all the research workers in each department shall 
be made by the Principal to the Registrar for submission to the Vice-Chancellor 
in the second week of September, December and April respectively. 
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Fees : 

8. Every person admitted to research shall pay at the commencement of each 
academic year a foe of Rs 50/- in the case of Science and Technology subjects and 
Rs. 25/- in the case of Arts subjects per annum. 

Cancellation for unsatisfactory worl< : 

9. It shall be open to the Syndicate to cancel at any time the enrolment of 
any research student on the recommendation of the Vice-Chancellor for continued 
unsatisfactory work or conduct. 

Admissions how determined : 

10 Research fellowships, research scholarships and studentships are not 
vacancies to be filled by the next best. Admission to these are determined by 
absolute standards and if the right typo of candidates are not forthcoming, they 
shall not be awarded. 

Awards to research workers . 

11. Awards by the University in aid of Post Graduate study and research 
will be of three kinds : 

(i) Research Fellowships : These shall ho awarded only to persons who 

are prepared to engage themselves in research leading to the 
Doctorate degree in Science or Arts. 

(ii) Research Schlorshtps : These shall be awarde^l only to persous who 

are prepared to engage themselves in research leading to the Master’s 
degree in Science. 

(hi) Grants-in-aid of Research-. Grants-in-aid to cover expenses in 
connection with research may given at the discretion of the 
Syndicate to persona who arc disirous of prosecuting definite 
research outside the University Colleges. 

Equipment : 

12. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code and the rules framed 
thereunder, where the amount of a research fellowship or research scholarship is 
Rs. 360 or above a year, a sum of Rs. 00 or more per year shall be given for the 
equipment of the recipient concerned. The Principal will take all the circumstances 
into consideration and decide on the amount to be given. 

N. B . — Persons admitted to do research leading to the Doctor’s or Master’s 
degree of the University and paying the fee prescribed by the Univer- 
sity without receiving any stipend from the University will be 
styled “ Research Students. ”

They shall be 
eligible at the discretion of the Vice-Chancellor for grant of free residence in the 
University hostel on production of sstisfactory evidence of poverty. 

Not eligible for any other monetary assistance: 

20. Holders of research fellowships shall not be eligible for any other mone- 
tary assistance from the funds or resources of the University, but they may be 
permitted by the Vice-Ohancollor to accept scholarships or other monetary grants 
from other sources, provided they do not entail duties which, in the opinion of 
the Vice-Chancellor, may conflict with their research work or abridge the time 
that ought to be devoted to such work. 

Transfer not permitted ; — 

21. Research fellowship awardable in one department or one subject shall not 
be transferred to another department or another subject. 

Whole-time engagement : — 

22. Each research fellow shall be a full-time research worker while holding 
the fellowship and shall not accept any other remunerative work and shall not 
study for or appear at the I. C. S. or any other professional or state competitive 
examination. 

23. A research Fellow or Research Scholar will be permitted to apply for or 
accept outside appointments on the recommendation of th^^ Principal of the 
University Colleges and the Director of his research, provided, however, that if he 
gets the appointment and leaves the University before the expiry of the period for 
which the Research Fellowship has been given, he shall refund to the University 
the moneys received by him from the date of his appointment as a Research 
Fellow up to the date of his leaving the University, but the claim for refund of 
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the moneys may bo waived by the Syndicate if tno Research Fellow or Research 
Scholar accepts an appointment in which ho can make use of his special training*

II. PROFESSIONAL COLLEGES 
4. RaJ&hmundry— Government Training College 

I. (a) Tlistoricol Account — 

The beginnings are to be traced to the Elementary Normal School opened 
by the District Board, Godavari, in 1883, which seven years later was raised to the 
rank of a Secondary Grade Normal School, and after a lapse of two more years 
was taken over by the Government in 1892. With the opening of the L. T. Class 
in February 1894, approved by the Government on the recommendation of Dr. 
Duncan in G. 0. No. 519, Educational, dated 18th July 1893, the school 
attained to the status of a college, and was placed under the supervision of the 
Principal of the local Arts College. The. Union High school, then transferred by 
the Private managers to the Crovornment, served as a Model School, and the High 
School classes with the L. T. and Socondaiy Training classes wore held in the 
Arts College, while the lower departments worked in a rented building in the 
centre of Innespet. This arrangement continued till 1899, when on the completion 
of the present substantial building, the whole Training College, with the Model 
School, was removed to it. It then consiak'd of the L. T., Upper Secondary, Lower 
Secondary, and Primary Departments, with the Model School, which had only the 
forme from the first to tha sixth. The Vice-Principal, an officer of the Provincial 
Educational Service, managed the work with a competant staff of teachers, under 
the superintendence of the Principal of the Arts College. 
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The Training College became fairly popular, and the L.T. Glass numbered 17 
in 1910. The outlay incurred on account of the College was, however, considered 
to far outstrip its usefulness, and, on the proposal of Dr. Bourne, approved by 
the Government in G. O. No. 155, Education dated 15th March 1909, the L.T. 
Class was removed from Rajahmundry and amalgamated with the Teachers* College. 
Saidapet, in July 1911 ; when that College was enlarged and reorganized to train 
annually about one hundred graduates. 

In 1914 the scheme of reorganization of the Higher Elementary Training 
Schools having come into force, the Higher and Lower Elementary Training 
classes were transferred to the jurisdiction of the Inspector of European and 
Training Schools, and were removed to a separate rented building. 

The provision for the training of the Telugu graduates at Saidapet was soon 
felt to be inadequate, especially in view of the more pressing demands of the 
southern districts. The proposal (which had been under consideration for some 
time past) to reopen a Teachers’ College for the Telugu districts at Rajahmundry 
was sanctioned by Government in G.O. No. 580 Educational, dated 26th May 1916, 
but had to be postponed on financial grounds to the year 1917, The proposal was 
to train a batch of fifty graduates a year, and the Staff, which should not be 
inferior to that of the Teachers’ College, Saidapet, should include specialists in 
English, Mathematics, Science, History and Geography. The College has now been 
placed under a separate Principal; and the institution is thus made quite indepen- 
dent of the Government Arts College. 

The new Training College was opened on the 2nd July 1917, and since then 
about 1948 graduates have undergone training. 

(5) Management . — The College is managed by the Madras Government under 
the control of the Director of Public Instruction, Madras. 

II. Endownmits . — There are no endowments belonging to the college 
department. 

III. Special subjects taught . — 

In the College Department all the students undergoing Secondary training as 
well as the students of the Mathematics, History and Geography sections of the 
B. Ed. class take a course in wood- work. For the B. Ed. Examination the 
students are prepared in the special methods of teaching Mathematics, Physical 
Science, History and Geography. 

IV. L»6rarjy. -The library contains 14,741 volumes. The figure includes 
the volumes in the sectional libraries. 

V. Hostel Facilities . — A hostel is attached to the College exclusively for the 
benefit of the B. Ed. students. 
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VI. Sports. — Hookey, Foot-ball, Badminton, Base-ball, Basket-ball, Ring 
Tennis, Tennis, Volley-ball, Cricket are played. There are two Tennis courts, a 
Badminton Court, a Volley-ball court, a Ring tennis court, a Chedugudu court and 
a Cricket field.

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5. Yizagapatam— The Audhra Medical College. 

1. (a) 1. lUstorical Account : — In response to the request of the people of 

Telugu Dibtricts, the CVovornment of Madras decided in 1923 to establish a Medical 
College at Vizagapatam. The College was opened in July 1923 in the old Hospital 
Buildings 

2. Since then three now blocks of buildings were erected and a further 
extensive building programme has teen undertaken. 

3 There is a large hospital to which students arc attached during the three 
clinical years of the medical course. The Children’s Ward has been completed and 
the extensions to the Maternity Ward will be completed by the end of July 42* 
The completion of these two Idocts will inciease the bed strength of the Hospital 
from 432 to 531 Diseases of great incidence treated are boriben, deficiency 
diseases, elephantiasis, cataract and chronic duodenal ulcers. There arc also 
Tuberculosis, Venereal, Skin, Dental, Orthopaedic and Ear, Nose, Throat dopart- 
monts attached to the Hospital where clinical instruction in the subjects is given tJ 
the students. The now Ehdfm Outpatient Department with GO Bods was opened by 
H. E. the Governor of Madras on 7- -12 — 1940. 

4. The Government of Madras have decided that the number of students 
admitted yearly shall be limited to 50 and that proforonco be given in selection to 
students from the Telugu Districts.

6. Oocanada—PittapuF Rajalifs College. 

I. (a) JUstortcaL Account — Establishod in 1862 through the exertions of 
Mr. Prendergast, Collector, and Mr. Tulasiuga Chettiar, his Sheristadar, for 
imparting general education in English and Vernacular to pupils drawing from 
all sections of the community, the Instituiion gradually fell into a languishing 
condition in course of a decade but was given a fresh impetus in 1862 by 
Mr, Purvis, the then Collector and Mr. K, Jagannadham Pantulu, his deputy. 
It was endowed with a sum of Rs. 28,000 besides the grant of a spacious building 
site by the tlion Rajah of Pithapuram in 1866, in which year it first presented 
Candidates for the Matriculation Examination under the name of Hindu High 
School. In J 884 it wss raised to the status of a Second Grade College when it 
assumed the present designation of “Pittapur Rijah’s College”. It was under the 
management of a Council of 21 members for several years up to 8rd August 1909. 
when it was handed over to the present Maharajah of Pithapuram to bo controlled 
by him as Tru&too and Manager with a Committee of 7 comprised of elected and 
ex-officio members tesides his own representatives. The College with the Secondary 
Department was finally transferred to tlie Maharajah as sole Proprietor at tlie 
lieginning of the academic year 1926 — 27. when it was elevated by him to the First 
Grade. The Institution is thus a pern)anent charge on the Pithapuram Estate. 
Since its first transfer to his management, the Maharajah has given the College 
Rs. 454408-6-9 towards equipment and annual deficits. 

(h) Management : — The Institution is managed by the Maharajah with the help 
cf a Committee of three m‘)ml3er8 nominated by him consisting of Sri P. Bhadrayya 
gai;u, M.A., M.E.S., Divisional Inspector of Schools, Guntur, the Do wan of the Estate, 
and the Senior Lecturer in charge (ex-officto), the last named being also both 
Convener and Correspondout. 

II. Endowments.— {a) CAPITAL. The unlikely contingency of the Estate 
declining the charge at any future time has iieen generously provided against by 
the Maharajah with an ondowinont of one and a half lakhs in 4 per cent delientures 
and an additional investment of Rs. 96,000 at 7 per cent. 

Special competition medals and prizes are also instituted for Elocution in 
English and Teluga. Prizes are awarded for Proficiency in all subjects, Games, 
Sports and Races besides specie 1 prizes for Good Conduct, Attendance and General 
Proficiency and Moral Culture.

V. Hostel Hac\l%t%es : — There are two Hostels attached to the college inclu- 
ding one specially intended for girls. The Boarders pay only a part of the charges 
for attendance, menial service etc, the rest, including the supervision charges in 
full being mot by the ^lanagement. The Room rent is Rs. 6 per term, excluding 
charges for Electric lighting. 

There is also a separate hostel “ The Bammohun Studen|^’s home ” intended 
for the Adi-Andhra Boys. The Management gives an Annual subsidy of Rs. 800/- 
and supervises its working. 

VI. Sports : — Provision is made for Sports, Games and Gymnastics. Each 
student is required to pay a subscription of Rs. 6 per year to the Recreation Club, 
Foot-ball, Cricket, Hookey, Volley-ball, Playground -ball, Ring Tennis, Basket-ball, 
Athletics, Badminton and Ping-Pong are organised by the Club. Six Tennis Courts 
are kept up by extra subscriptions. Provision is made separately for girls for 
Tennis, Ring Tennis, Basket-ball, Badminton, Ping-Pong and Oarroms. The Club 
has for its Managing Committee the Senior Lecturer in charge as ex-officio Presi- 
dent, the Physical Instructor asex-ofiicio Secretary, and the captains of the different 
games and a girl representative as members.

7. Quntup— Andhra Christian College. 

1. (a) Historical Accomit the year 1842 the first English school of the 
Mission was opened in Guntur. Largely from lack of funds and from difficulties 
arising out of the American Civil War, the school was closed in 1868. In the year 
1874 it was re-opened and organised as a High School under the Principalship of 
Rev. L. L. Uhl, Ph. D., D. D., and from this time the school steadily increased in 
numbers and influence. The first College class was organised in 1886 and the 
school was affiliated as a Second Grade College in September of that year. 
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Through the energetic efforts of Dr. Uhl and friends in America, funds for 
the developraont of the College wore secured. The Watts Memorial Building was 
erected and was occupied in 1898. Since 1893 the progress of the institution has 
been steady. 

In the years IQIG-IS the Mission authorities in America raised a sum of 
1,70,000 dollars for the equipment and endowment of the college. With a part of 
this money, the Uhl Memorial Building was erected and the remaining monies are 
held as endowment for the Institution. 

During the years 1924-26, a sum of more than eight lakhs was secured by 
the Mission authorities for the development of the institution. As a step in this 
direction the College was affiliat'd as a First Grade College in March 1926. 

The Church Missionary Society is now co-operating with the Lutheran 
Mission in the maint'nance of the College so that now the College is a union 
Missionary institution. The Rev. A. Bagshaw, M. A., (Oxon ), tlu' representative of 
the C.IVI.S. on the Andhra Christian College staff, is Warden of Noble Hall. 

(6) Mana(jem(‘)~t\ The College is supported and controlled by the Board 
of Foreign Mission of the United Lutheran Church in America. The Management 
of the College is vested in the Council of the Indian Mission of the United Luthern 
Church, which appoints thn Principal and the Bursar nnd sanctions the Annual 
Budget but the I\Ianaging Committee of the institution is really the College 
Council, whose membership is fixed by the Bye-Tjaws of the Mission Council. 

In the int^ rnal administration of the College the Principal is assisted by 
the Staff Council, which consists of all the full-time Tjecturors on the College staff.

The institution was founded on the 1st January 1856 by the distinguished 
South Indian Scholar and Statesman the late Sir Seshaiah Sastriar of revered 
memory, under the name of the Hindu Anglo- Vernacular School, primarily for 
the benefit of the Hindu community who then desired a good general education for 
their children free of any unfair interference with thoir religion from aggressive 
missionary Christianity. In 1863 it developed into a High School and acquired 
the central block of buildings together with the extensive compound of 33 acres, 
tiianks to the strenuous exertions of the then President Mr. Mungamuri Nara- 
simhain Pantulu. For over 60 years afb'r this the Hindu High School, as the 
institution now came to be termed, ran a prosperous course under the stewardship 
of able Managers and eminent Headmasters until in July 1928 it was raised to the 
status of a Second Grade College by the united exertions of the Management of the 
old pupils and of the philanthropic public, 'i'he growing usefulness and popularity 
of the institution encouraged the Management to raise it to a First Grade College 
in July 1934.

9. Maharaja’s College— Parlakimedi. 


I. (a) Historical Account : — The institution has grown out of a primary 
grade school established in 1857 as the result of local effort . It was originally 
supported for some years from local subscriptions, bub after a time the Court of 
Wards, on behalf of the Rajah of Parlakimedi, made a monthly grant of Rs. 70 
towards its upkeep. In 1878 it became a Middle School; in 1884 a High School ; 
and in 1896 it was raised to a Second Grade College and was affiliated to the 
Madras University. In 1S9) the committee of Management was dissolved, when 
the Court of Wards handed over the administration of the Zamindari to the late 
Raja whose agent was till 1902, the sol) Manager of the Institution. The 
Institution was afterwards directly managed by the Raja at whoso death in 1905 it 
was again placed along with the Zamindari under the management of the Court of 
Wards acting through its agent, the Collector of Ganjam. In April 1913 the 
Court of Wards handod over the administration of the Zamindari to the present 
Maharajah and the College is now under his management. It was raised to the 
status of a First Grade College in July 1936 in commemoration of the conferment 
of the title of “Maharaja ” on the Maharaja Sahib of Parlakimedi. 


(b) Management : — The College is managed by a Governing Body consisting of 
the Maha Rajah Sahib of Parlakimedi, the Do wan of the Estate and the Principal.

There are also ali.ached to the Coll -ge two scholarships, one in the first 
year class and the other in the second year class, of the respective values of 
Rs. 6 and Rs. 8 per mimsem granUul from the .Tohnson Scholarship Fund which 
was formed from public subscriptions and is managed by the Ganjam District 
Board. One studentship called Sri Sri Si i K rishna Chandra Oajapathi Narayana 
Deo Maharaja Studentship of the monthly value of Rs 12/’ for 10 months in the 
year is granted to the student in the B. A. Junior class who has secured the highest? 
number of marks in the Intermediate examination of the University. 26 
free boardings arc granted to the deserving students in the College classes 
From Sri Padmanabha Charity Fund some Fr*‘e Helps are granted to the deserving* 
students of the classes From the Ta 5 dor’s Charity Fund a sum of Rs. lOOOh 
annually is set apart for foe helps to students in B. A. Class. Some scholarships 
are granted on loan system for Technical studies. All scholarships granted for 
study outside shall lie on the loan svstcin. Those granted for study here will be free.

School in 1863. In 1868 it waa raiaad to the rank of the provincial srhool. It waa 
raised to the standard of a Second Grade College in 1873. In 1877 it became a 
First Grade College. The High School classes were discontinued in 1886. 

The College has provided instruction in the B. Sc. courses from July, 30 
in Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry, both as main and subsidiary subjects.

(4) The Younq Scholarship — Capital Rs. 900 Awarded annually to the 
student of the II year University class of this College, adjudged by the adminis- 
trators of the scholarship fund to bo the best student of his class, who continues 
his studies in the Third Year University class of this College. It shall not be held 
with any other scholarship. 

(6) Poor Scholar's Fund Endowments Scholarship. — Capital Rs. 3,000* 
Awarded annually to poor and deserving students in such proportions as may seem 
fit to the administrators (The principal and the Senior Lecturer of the College.) 

(6) The Muhammadan Scholarships. — Capital Rs. 10,160. A limited number 
of scholarships for poor Muhammadan students. The monthly value of the 
scholarships ranges from Rs. 7 to Rs. 8

The prize is awarded in the 
shape of books. 

(10) The Fazlullah Scholarship . — Capital Rs. 1,600. The scholarship is of 
the yearly value of Rs. 00. It is awarded to a Moslem student of the B. Sc. class 
or B. A. class with Science or Economics as an optinal subject who in the 
opinion of the administrators deserves the same and who cannot without such 
financial help prosecute his studies. The scholarship is tenable for such period 
as may bo necessary to .enable the student to complete the course of studies in 
which he is engaged.

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Berhampore. In 1893 the name was again changed to the " Khallikoto College ’* in 
honour of the Rajah of Khallikote who has since endowed it liberally. It is main- 
tained by Government grant and income from foes and endowments. 

(b) Management,— College is managed by a Committee of twelve 
members of which the President is the Sri Rajah Sahib of Khallikote and Atagada 
and Vice-President is Mr. Lingaraj Panigrahi, B. A., B. L.

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One Pentland Scholarship of the value of Rs. 8 in each of the two Inter- 
mediate Class conferred on an Oriya candidate ; another Pentland Scholarship of 
the value of Rs. 8 — 12—0 in each of the two Intermediate classes conferred on an 
Oriya candidate: one Horsfal Scholarship of the value of Rs. 5 in the first year 
Intermediate class and of Rs. 0 in the second year intermediate class conferred on 
any candidate who matriculates from this College. The holders of these scholar- 
ships should undertake to prosecute their studies in this College up to the 
Intermediate standard. 

A few free-studentships are also offered. 

A Gold Medal awarded annually to a Hindu-Non-Brahmin bachelor student 
of the College, who obtains the first mark in Sanskrit in the Intermediate 
Examination of the Andhra Universitv, and a Silver Medal to a student who 
obtains the second mark.

I. (a) Historical Account : — Tho local Zilla School formed the nucleus out 
of which the present High School and College was evolved. In 1886 the Zilla 
School was transferred to the Municipality which in its turn handed over to the 
institution in 1888 to a Committee known as " The Sanskrit School Committee ", 
In 1906 the High School assumed the name of the Town High School and in 1986 
the management raised it into a Second Grade College under the name of the Hindu 
College.

8. Narayanaswami Chetty, B. A., Dewan of Venkatagiri, in 1876. When it 
experienced financial stress, the late Maharajah of Venlcatagiri came to its rescue 
in 1886 and it has progressed ever sinco. The institution has borne the name of 
its patron since 1895. In fulfilment of the promise made by his father, and to 
commemorate his name, the present Maharajah has raised the High School to 
the status of a College, and has undertaken to equip and maintain it from the 
funds of the estate. The College department was formally opened by the 
Maharajah on July 2, 1920.

I. (a) Historical Account Thifi institution was founded by Mr. V. 
Lakshminarayana, Bar-at-Law and Srimati V. Lakshmi Bnyamma in the year 1922 
with the of local public. It is established for the purpose of imparting higher 
education for women on national lines. Shortly after the establishment of the 
institution, a boarding house also has boon opened for the benefit of mofussil pupils. 
The institution is started and is being run with the help of donations by ^he 
generous public. Ever since the establishment of the Institution, Telugu and 
Sanskrit are made compulsory subjects while English and Hindi are made optionala, 
Besides these subjects, Pine Arts and Industries are taught. 

In 1983, the institution made a bogiuning to send up pupils to B. Vidwan 
Course of the Madras University. 

In July 1936, the Syndicate of the Andhra University was pleased to 
grant temporary recognition as a special grade oriental college offering instruction 
in Bhasha Praveena course of study. In July 1939 the recognition was made 
permanent. 

The College has a secondary department which prepares pupils for the 
Entrance Test to the Bhasha Praveena course. It has also a primary section attached 
to it in which the Wardha Scheme of education is being introduced. 

In 1988, Secondary and Primary departments have been recognised by the 
Superintendent of Sanskrit Schools and the Inspectress of Girl Schools respectively.

Reccntly a tiled house for the sick to live m has boon completed at a cost of 
Rs. 1,500/- by the daughters of Mr. T. Soetha Ramaiah. A wealthy merchant by 
name P. Mallaiah Garu has constructed a temple at a cost of Rs. 1,500. Mr. N. 
Seetha Ramaiah, B. A., B. L. has installed the idol of Sarada in it. 

The institution is located in one of the healthy extensions of Brodipet, 
Guntur The area of the site is 10,000 sq. yards.

19. KoYYur — S. Y. J. Sanskrit College. 

I. {a) H%8torical Account . — The Andhra Geervana Vidyapitham was 
founded on the banks of the Godavari by the late Mr. Tallapragada Suryanarayana 
Rao, Pleader, Kovvur, on the ‘20th October 1912 for resuscitating Oriental 
Literature and Culture and for promoting research ‘Work therein as well as for 
fair and impartial criticism of the present thoiogical beliefs and customs of the 
Hindus in the light of their ancient books. In this Vidyapitham, a Sanskrit 
College was established which since April 193 i, go is by the name of “ Sri Vadrevu 
Jogayamma Sanskrit College ” after the name of the donor who gave a permanent 
annual donation of the interest on Rs. 20,000 to this Vidyapitham 

The College is situated very near the Railway Station iu buildings of its 
own, consisting of the main building, boarding house and three minor buildings for 
Pandits, constructed at a cost of Rs. 25 , 000 . The College premises is nearly 6 acres 
in extent. The institution has at present lands about 50 acres in extent that fetch 
an annual income of Rs. 1000 . There are two temples attached to the institution, 
one dedicated to Siva, and the other to Vishnu. The College did not function 
during 85 — 36 and hence the recognition was withdrawn. The University renewed 
the recognition from 1938 -89. 
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Besideg the University courses the College has the following courses and 
classes: (1) " Ayuivoda Bhishak” course of All-India Ayurveda Mahamandali , 
(2) Smartha course in Yajusha Karmakanda. (8) Hindi courses of Dakshina Bharat 
Hindi Prachar Sabha, Madras, (4) Entrance Tost to Bhasha Praveena of Andhra 
University, (6) Government Entrance, and (6) Lower classes in Sanskrit. 

(6) Mamgeinent : — T he Vidyapithani and its College are under the manage- 
ment of a Committee registered under Act XXI of 1860. The Committee consists 
of 8 permanent members and 6 temporary members. 

n. Endowments: — I’he late Mr. Valluri Suryanarayana Rao, B. A., B. L. & 
L. T., Advocate, Kowur, the former secretary, gave a permanent donation of 
Rs. 70,000 to the Vidyapitham botli for publication of books and for meeting the 
principal’s salary from its income, Mr. Garapati Ramachandriah and Mr. Tallapra- 
gada Ramachandra Rao executed registered deeds creating charge on their landed 
properties for Rs. 100 each per annum in favour of the Vidyapitham and have thus 
enrolled themselves as peimaneiit members of tlie Committee. So also Mr. Dronam- 
raju Venkatachalam gifted the whole of his father’s library consisting of books on 
Vedas and Bastras valaed at Rs. 2,(.KX) to tho Vidyapitham and also land about Acres 
6 in extent for the improvement of tho library and thus became a permanent 
member of the Committee.

20. Nellore — Sanskrit College. 

I. (a) Historical Account: — The Institution has been in existence of over 
49 years. It was first started in the year 1891 with the help of private subscriptions 
with one teacher for teaching Sanslrrit Kavyas, and another to teach Yajurveda. 
After a time some donations were collected. The late Ayalur Venkayya Pantulu 
Garu made an endowment from which a small montlily income was ensured. This 
was supplemented by other local subscriptions and donations. The Pathasala was 
registered in the year 1926 under tlie Act XXI of 1860. In the year 1926 application 
was made to the Madras University for the recognition of the institution for the 
Siromani course in Vyakarana and Sahitya groups and the Syndicate accorded its 
sanction for the same. 

(b) Management : — The institution is managed by a committee consisting of 
nine members with M. R. Ry. S. Venkatasubba Rao Pantulu Garu, B. A., B. L., 
Retired Sub-Judge as President. The principal is an ex-officio member of the 
committee.

II. Endowmmts : — The institution has a funded capital of about Rs. 86,000/- 
invested with Sri Vcnugopalaswami Temple, Nellore. This lias been the subject of 
litigation between the college and the temple and the sub-Court of Nellore gave a 
decree in favour of the College. A small portion of the decree amount was collected. 
The rest is un^ler appeal in the High Court, Madras, at the instance of the I’emple. 
In addition to the donations from the late Rothela Mudalianandan chettiyar of 
Adayar and from Sri Ran anauda Bharati Swamivaru now standing in the shape of 
Government promisboiy notes of the face value of Rs. ‘2,100/", the institution has 
been fortunate in vecidving large donations of Rs. 1,000/- from Sri Ponnalur 
Raghava Reddigaru, Mica-miner, Gudnr, Rs. 1,000/- from Sri 0. Malekondayya 
gam, Advocate. Nellore, Rs. G50 and odd from Mr. K. Rama Rao Pantulu, pleader, 
Nellore, Rs. 500/ - from Sri Gogincri Vonkatasubbayya choudari, Mica-miner, 
Gudur Taluk, Rs 500/- from Sri B. Ramachandra Roddi garu, C.B.E., Land lord 
(towards Rs. 1,000/* promised), Rs. 250/- from Sri Alladi Krishnaswami Iyer, 
Advocate-geijt'ral, Madras (towards Rs. 1,000/- promised) and Rs. 1,000/- under 
the will of the late Kasaram Bhaskara Rao garu.

— The institution has a free boarding house mn with 
income from property endowed for the purpose and private charity in which 6 
students were given full free boarding and 9 students were given half free boarding- 
In addition, 8 Non-Brahmin students and 2 Brahmin students were given stipends 
ranging from Rs. 8 to 4 per month. Sri T, R, Sadasivam, Accountant-general, 
Burma (on leave) has been maintaining one boarder from 1940-41. 

These students live in the premises under the direct supervision of the 
Principal and four other teachers who live in the premises in buildings constructed 
for their use. Three other buildings have been put up to serve as students 
quarters, one by Mr. Manakur Balarami Reddi, one by Mr. Bodireddi Ranga Reddi 
at a cost of Rs. 1,200 and Rs. 4,000 respectively ; and the third building by 
Mr. Cheturvedula Sriramulu. 

Three rooms have been built by Mr. Bodireddi Ranga Reddi at a cost of 
Rs. 1,200 for the sick students to live in. 
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The main building of the college with a Saraswati temple has been built 
by the late Mr. B. Ranga Roddi at a cost of Rs. 12,000.

21. Rajahmandry — Andhra Women’s Sanskrit College. 

I. {a) Historical Account : — Sriyuta Nalam Rainallngayya Garu of Cocanada 
founded the Vysya Seva Sadanam in 1920, an institution for the educational and 
cultural advancement of women and girls and endowed the institution with lands 
yeilding an annual income of Rs. 4,000/" and a sum of Rs 50,000 for acquiring 
a suitable building. The College is the educational branch of the Seva Sadanam. 
To-day situated in its own beautiful building and extensive premises, the institution 
has on its rolls over a hundred and fifty girls and young women. 

The institution fulfils two needs: the need of the young girls for education 
and the need of the helpless young women for sympathy and support. While it 
imparts therefore education having a cultural value, it also provides for vocational 
course such as would enable young women to earn an independent living. The 
subjects taught are literary courses in Telugu, Sanskrit, English and Hindi besides 
Arithmetic, History, Geography, Elementary Science, Music. (Veena, Harmonium, 
Violin and Flute) garment making, embroidery, needle work, fretwork, free-hand 
drawing and painting. 

The institution has been recognised both by the Andhra University and the 
Director of Public Instruction, Madras. Since this is the first recognised College 
preparing ladies for the Oriental Title Examination, the management hopes that 
young women all over the Andhra Desa will take advantage of the College in 
large numbers. 

(b) Management : — The College is managed by the President (Founder) with 
the help of an Advisory Committee. The governing body consists of 16 persons 
and the association managing the College is registered under Act XXI-ISGO. The

College. 

V. Hostel Facilities, — All the students of the College coming from the 
mofuBsil are given free lodging in the Seva Sadan and some poor girls are given 
free boarding also. The Principal of the College is also the resident Superintendent 
of the hostel. 


VI. Sports , — Students are encouraged to take active part in games such as 
Ring-Tennis, Badminton. Ping-Pong, Nrityam, Drill and Swimming. 

VII. Strength, Bates of Fees etc . — Women and girls are given free education 
in the College and free lodging in the hostel. No school fees are charged from the 
students.

I. (a) TUstortcal Account : — The institution was founded by Sir Vijayarama 
Gajapati Raj, K. C. S. I., Maharaja of Vizianagaram in 18G0. The Maharaja also 
oi)ened about the same time a boarding house for the benefit of the students of 
the Sanskrit School. After his death, his successors, Maharaja Sir Ananda 
Gajapati Raj, G. C. I. E. and Sri Vijayarama Gajapati Raj continued to maintain 
the college on the original lines. 

In 1900 the college was affiliated to the Government Sanskrit College, Benares 
and the students were sent up for the first time for its examinations in 1901. 

When the Madras University instituted Oriental Titles Examination, the 
College was approved for the Vyakarana and Nyaya Branches of the Siromani 
Examination and Sanskrit and Telugu of the Vidwan. The College was sending 
up students for the Oriental Title Examinations from 1915. It was subsequently 
approved for the Mimamsa and Sahitya branches of the Siromani and also for 
the Certificate of Proficiency in Indian Philosophy and Indo-European Philology. 
Since 1926, when the Andhra University was established, the College has come 
under the jurisdiction of the University. 

The College has a Secondary Department consisting of the Elementary and 
Advanced classes in which students are coached for the Government Sanskrit 
Entrance Examination. It has also a Vedic Department attached to it in which 
provision is made for teaching the Rig-Veda as well as the Yajur-Veda. 
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(6) Management : — The institution is maintained by the Maharaja Saheb of 
Vizianagaram.

V. Hostel Facilities: — There is a Free Boarding house attached to the 
Sanskrit College and some of those that are not froo-boardors are provided with 
stipends in liow of free boarding. l\Iost of the students live in the out-houses of 
the College. Sites round the main building of the College have been acquired for 
the construction of a Hostel.
